Half a mile from the Lake of 
Fire, as the second crater is called, 
we came upon a small corral made 
of lava, in which we left the 
horses, and, armed with stout 
sticks, proceeded oyer the plain o( 
hard, glaring lava, through the 
seams of which sulphurous steam 
constantly hissed. 

At last we gained the side of the 
lake. The crater was inactive, 
and had been so for a year (since 
Mr. Musick's visit this volano has 
been In e ruption. According to 
the newspaper reports, the flow of 
began onjanuary 5), but far 
down into its hollow depths the 
faint glow of fires or heated stones 
could be seen while the rumbling 
of subterranean thunders reached 
our cars. The fires were a thou- 
sand feet below us and almost hid- 
den by dense clouds of sulphurous 
smoke. From the fissures of stone 
the side, the quivering air bore 
tdt o« OS of heat. There the 
guide lighted his pipe by the fire 
af the volcano, and I thrust my 
walking staff a few inches into the 
spperture. Tho the stick was 
green wood, in a few moments it v 
ablaze; the heat was so inter 
that one could not remain long 

Going around to the north si 
we found great, flow holes, where 
the lava was piled up in a 
sand fantastical shapes. O 
these cones looketi like ai 
phant reared on its hind leg«. 
head and trunk being quite well 
formed. 

When active the volcano ol 
Kilauea is one of the earth's great- 
est natural wonders. In the lake 
the lava U con 
tinually boiling in a lurious man 
ner, throwing up jets and lount 
ains, sometimes to the height of 
seventy five feet, dashiug against 
the banks in fiery waves and throw- 
ing up clouds of molten spray, 
making one of the grandest, most 
awe-inspiring sights imaginable. 

From the lake we went to tht 
great sulphur cave. Tho the ther 

dred in this cave, we entered it, 
penetrating our way through the 
Miliog, biasing steam.

Next day, with a guide and 
norses, I set out for the great Kona 
district, the land of stone and

idged on over the stony earth,

beer bottle at the roadside. 
That night we reached Pahala, 
hich is a village plantation ol 
between eight hundred and a thou 
id inhabitants. Of these, two 
least are white, the others be- 
ing Japanese, Chinese, and na 
■eg; I saw but one white man and 
e white boy. Tbe great whistle 
the plantation raill blew shortly 
after our arrival, and an army of 
Japanese, rpen and worm 
in from the fields with 
their shoulders, and went to their 
iserable little huts. 
These laps are all brought 
le islands on the contract labor 
'Stem. They are called coolies 
id are but little better than slaves. 
Their importation is beneficial 
only to the large plantations, but 
an injury to the islands, as they 
labor for twelve dollars per month 
and board themselves. It is said 
that a Japanese can live on one 
dollar per month, sending the re- 
mainder to Japan.

street. A Chinese cook prepared 
my supper, and I was then >hown 
to my room which was situsted 
a cow lot in close proximity to 
pig sty.

practical and useless a law can be 
made, is seen in an enactment of 
the Indiana Legislature in regard 
to coal mining. Some time ago a 
bill was passed wi.ich contained the 
following: 

All coal mined in this State, un- 
der contract for payment by the 
ton, or other quantity, shall be 
weighed before being screened, and 
the full weight thereof shall be 
credited to the miner of such coal, 
and 80 pounds of such coal as mined 
shall constitute a bushel, and 2000 
pounds of coal as mined shall con- 
stitute a ton: provided that nothing 
in this act shall be so construed as 
to compel payment for sulphur, 
rock, slate, blackjack or other im- 
rities which may be loaded with 
amongst coal. 

The proviso concluding this law 
practically annulled it. When a 
superintendent was arrested and 
fined >ioo for refusing to credit a 
miner with the full weight of hii 
coal before screening, the law got 
into the Supreme Court Of course 
it was easily shown that the screen- 
ing is merely a process for remov- 
ing the impurities from the coal 
and the law plainly states that it 
shall not be so construed as to 
compel payment for impurities. 
As the first and last parts of the 
la"w are conflicting ones providing 
for one thing while the other pro- 
vides for the opposite, the court 
held tliat there could be no con- 
viction, and the miner lost his case. 

Statute books of several states, 
contain just such examples of bril- 
liant law making. They usually 
spring from members who wish to
